BERN, Switzerland —(/P)— Ex- 


planation of German foreign offic- 
ials as quoted .here by the news- 
papers indicated Wednesday that 
the German surprise weapon in 
the Kerch offensive probably is a 
new type shell which detonates with 
intensity as to deafen persons over 
a wide area and stupify them and 
generates gas as a by-product.

explosives shells a different mat- 
ter. 


German foreign office officials'
